Mr. Speaker entered the Assembly and took the Chair. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor entered 
the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne. 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 
Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


It gives me much pleasure to welcome you to this Fourth 
Session of the Thirteenth Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 


Since the last session, our nation has been honored by the 
visit of Her Most Gracious Majesty Queen Elizabeth the Second 
and His Royal Highness Prince Philip to our national capital. 
During the coming summer, we anticipate the pleasure of having 
in our midst Her Royal Highness Princess Margaret during 
her proposed visit to Western Canada. I am sure we also wish 
to join in extending to the Queen Mother our affection and good 
wishes for her safety in the travels she is undertaking at the 
present time in other parts of the Commonwealth. 


_ World conditions continue to remain unsettled and this 
situation, together with the economic readjustments currently 
taking place nationally and in other nations within Canada’s 
orbit of trade and commerce, is having an adverse impact on 
our provincial economy. Factors beyond the jurisdiction and 
control of this Legislature have affected adversely both our basic 


agricultural industry and the develpoment of our natural 
resources. 


Inadequate markets for the products of both these fields of 
enterprise has become a major problem prejudicial to the 


~ 
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interests of our people and the aggressive development of our 
resources. My Government will continue to urge national and 
international measures to open wider markets for our agricul- 
tural production and the products of oil and gas development 
which are surplus to our own present and future requirements. 


Services which have proven beneficial to agriculture will 
be expanded in the ensuing year. Further surveys and studies 
are proposed with respect to production costs of agricultural 
products and larger appropriations will be requested for land 
use and conservation projects undertaken pursuant to The Land 
and Forest Utilization Act. A careful review of irrigation pro- 
jects throughout the province is proposed to ensure the best 
possible selection and use of irrigable land and to determine 
the extent to which further irrigation can be beneficially absorbed 
into the economy of the province. 


Funds will be requested to continue projects for the allevia- 
tion of flooding and soil erosion in central and northern Alberta. 


To further assist Alberta’s livestock industry, additional 
sums will be requested to extend the program for the prevention 
of brucellosis and for the better inspection of facilities where 
livestock are handled. 


You will be asked to approve substantially increased grants 
to provide greater assistance to organizations sponsoring and 
operating agricultural fairs throughout the province. 


During the past year, in co-operation with municipal 
authorities, my Government has continued to study the whole 
field of provincial-municipal relations with a view to recom- 
mending to the Legislature measures designed to improve the 
financial stability of municipal administration and ease the 
burden of local taxation as far as the financial resources of the 
province will allow. To this end, my Government proposes to 
assume a greater portion of the cost of education, hospitalization 
and various other social services and at the same time increase 
the amount of direct financial assistance provided from pro- 
vincial revenues to local levels of government. 


An improved formula for the payment of school operational 
grants will increase substantially provincial contributions with- 
out impairing the autonomy of local school administration. 


A new act governing the establishment, maintenance and 
operation of Junior Colleges and amendments to The School Act 
and The School Buildings Assistance Act will be submitted for 
your consideration. 


The report of the Royal Commission appointed to study the 
feasibility of introducing a uniform scale of salaries for teachers 
will be tabled for your study and attention. 


The important changes you will be asked to consider in the 
field of Public Health will include the statutory and financial 
provisions necessary to put into operation on April 1st a com- 
prehensive hospitalization program designed to fit into the 
national program in which the Federal Government proposes 
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to participate at a later date. The Alberta program will extend 
the benefits of subsidized hospital services to all residents of 
the province, and substantially increased provincial contributions 
will ease the burden currently borne by municipal taxpayers. 


It is the intention of my Government to institute during the 
coming year a special program of assistance to those suffering 
from recurring attacks of rheumatic fever. Medical services will 
be extended to those who are in receipt of disability pensions. 


During the ensuing year, my Government proposes to con- 
duct a study into the entire field of mental health services. 


In the field of Public Welfare, your approval will be asked 
to make operative a new schedule increasing mothers’ allowances 
and providing that the full cost of such allowances will, in the 
future, be borne by the province. 


My Government proposes to assume the full maintenance 
costs of those children who are made either temporary or per- 
manent wards of the Crown and also will relieve municipalities 
of a greater portion of the cost of providing public welfare 
assistance to their residents. 


A new formula basing capital grants for the construction 
of homes for the aged and infirm on patient capacity will be 
submitted for your consideration. 


Among other measures of assistance to municipalities, you 
will be asked to approve amendments to The Municipalities 
Assessment and Equalization Act designed to facilitate equalized 
assessments throughout the province to be used initially for the 
purposes of The Hospitalization Benefits Act. 


Amendments will be recommended to The Assessment Act, 
abolishing the personal property tax and authorizing municipi- 
ties to levy a business tax in lieu thereof, if they so desire. 


Legislative amendments abolishing the poll tax will be 
introduced and various other amendments requested by the 
municipal associations will be submitted for your consideration. 


My Government proposes to continue during the ensuing 
year a program of modern highway construction, including ad- 
ditional four-lane divided highways. Appropriations will be 
requested for another major bridge building program and also 
for increased assistance to municipalities in the construction of 
district and local roads. 


The major construction program being carried out by the 
Department of Telephones will be accelerated to meet the un- 
abated demand for telephone service. 


the nation-wide dialing program will be further advanced 
during the ensuing year and negotiations are being carried 
on with a view to extending microwave telephone facilities into 


the vast area of potential development in Northern Alberta and 
the North West Territories. 
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Assistance provided under The Rural Revolving Telephones 
Act to new mutual companies and to enable existing companies 
to expand and modernize their lines will be continued. 


In the field of Public Works, you will be asked to approve 
the substantial sums required for the construction of necessary 
public buildings, including the commencement of a new court 
house in Calgary and the first unit of new jail facilities near 
Calgary. Additional construction is necessary to meet the grow- 
ing demand for increased university facilities at both Edmonton 
and Calgary. In addition to these major projects, you will be 
asked to approve appropriations for new construction at the 
Cancer Clinic in Calgary and necessary additions to various 
public institutions throughout the province. 


Legislation will be introduced at this session to provide 
compensation to persons who have been deprived of a registered 
interest in minerals by reason of errors in the past records of 
the Land Titles Office. This legislation has been prepared in 
consultation with a Committee of the Benchers which, at the 
Government’s request, made a comprehensive study of. this 
difficult problem. 


In an effort to correct inequities resulting from forfeiture 
to the Crown of freehold mineral rights by individuals who were 
unaware of the value of their equity or that it was in danger 
of forfeiture, you will be asked to implement legislation provid- 
ing a right of redemption of such rights acquired by the Crown 
through forfeiture or transfer under Mineral Taxation Acts. 


A revision of The Pipe Line Act is proposed to bring 
statutory provisions up-to-date in the light of experience and 
to permit simplification of administrative procedures. You also 
will be asked to consider amendments to The Oil and Gas Con- 
servation Act and The Right of Entry Arbitration Act. 


My Government proposes to substantially strengthen the 
provincial forest fire protection system during the ensuing year 
and to further expand the public parks program. You will be 
asked to approve increased appropriations for these purposes. 


Amendments to The Department of Industries and Labour 
Act, designed primarily to eliminate certain sections dealing 
with price control and to simplify operations of the Department 
in respect to trade codes, will be presented for your considera- 
tion. A new Statistics Act also will be submitted for your 
approval. 


An aggressive program to encourage industrialization will 
be continued with special attention to the development potential 
of the northern areas of the province. The report of the Royal 
Commission on Northern Development will be tabled for your 
information and discussion. 

Efforts to increase Alberta’s tourist trade will be made at 
both community and provincial levels. 


To further encourage cultural development, measures will 
be submitted providing for increased library grants and special 
assistance to those of proven artistic talent. 
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A revision of The Liquor Control Act, including amendments 
in keeping with the public mandate expressed in the plebiscite 
held last October will be submitted for your consideration. 


The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year, together with 
Estimates for the ensuing year, will be presented for your 
careful consideration. 


I leave you now for the discharge of your legislative duties 
with full confidence that your deliberations under Divine guid- 
ance will be in the best interest of each and all our citizens. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly.
